independently of X-ray imaging 



the object is X-radiated 

from at least two different directions 



the said X-ray radiation is detected 
to form projection data of the object 
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said projection data and said mathematical modelling 
of the object are utilized in Bayesian inversion based on 
Bayes formula to produce three-dimensional information 
of the object
